Terry then introduced the 
I question of a bye-law to regulate 
| the fire practice. He was 
I emphatic in his declaration to the 
effect that there ought to be some 
sort of fire practice. The present 
system was of no use at all. The 
council, said he, either ought to 
fix the nnmber of practices or pass 
1 a resolution which would govern 
i the chief in them. He, Terry 
i would like to see something doing 
in that direction. As things were 
i at present they were worse than 
useless for the village had the 
engines and nobody knew any¬ 
thing very much about them, not 
sufficient in the event of a fire. 

His contentions were supported 
by the rest of the council, and 
.Clark was of the opinion that for 
practice night there ought to be a 
signal instead of the fire alarm and 
that the alarm ought not to be rung 
save in case of a fire. People 
would get into the habit of hearing 
the alarm and thinking that there 
was only a practice they would 
stay away when there was a fire. 

Some discussion followed this 
point. The difference between a 
signal and an alarm was a small . 
matter though in connection with 
the brigade itself, said Terry, what 
he wanted to see was the thing set 
on a business basis so that in the 
case of fire the brigade would be 
iira position to be of some use to 
the town. 

Terry moved that the fire chief 
be requested to have one practice 
meeting a month other than the 
regular meeting, ^ud to empty the 
engines, in practice, at least once 
in every three months; and in the 
opinion of the council the fire chief 
should have two substitutes beside 
the regular men for each position 
oil the engines; and that each 
member of the brigade should be 
supplied with a complete list of 
the fire brigade membership; and 
that the chief be requested to 
demonstrate the engines at the 
regular meetings. Lebow second¬ 
ed this motion, which was carried. 

The Reeve then spoke of the 
amount of inflammable matter 
which was often allowed to collect 
round the rear of business houses 
in the town. Terry said that the 
council and not the fire chief had 
the direction of this matter and 
that the constable was empowered 
to go round and order a clearance 
of any rubbish which he thought 
would be a danger. 

The meeting then adjourned 
until the evening of March 17th, 
when there will he a meeting to 
consider the tenders for the new 
fire hall.

PRACTICAL HEALTH HINT. 


He Saw the Value of • Shkrp Pointed 
Screw-Nail. 

Joseph Chamberlain has ana on ne¬ 
ed his intention of retiring from Par¬ 
liament at the next general election 
» that his follower* In Birmingham 
may elect a younger man to the Un¬ 
ionist service at Westminster. Ha 
has been condemned to the seclu¬ 
sion of an Invalid's life for tho put 
eight years and had taken no active 
participation In affaire. He hu loft 
London and gone to the south of 
Prance. 

Joseph Chamberlain at the outset 
of hla political career was a radical, 
and he served under the late William 
Ewart Gladstone In several Cabinets 
as President of the Board of Trade 
and President of the Local Govern¬ 
ment Board. He became a Unionist 
at the time of the break to the'Lib¬ 
eral party over tho Home Rule tor 
Ireland question, and he wu Secre¬ 
tary of State for thepelonlea at the 
time of the Boer Was. He Is 71 
years old, and bu been married 
three times, hla third wife, to whom 
be wu married In 1888, being Mary 
Endtcott, only daughter of the late 
W. C. Endlcott, Secretary of War 
during President Cleveland's admin¬ 
istration. Mr. Chamberlain wu the 
chief commissioner for tho settle¬ 
ment of tho North American fisher¬ 
ies dispute In 1887. Hla career wu 
threefold — commercial, municipal, 
political—and In hla day he rose to 
very high place In each. 

Joseph Chamberlain happened by 
chance to be born In London, bnt he 
wu a Birmingham man all through. 
He went from London, where hla 
father wu a wholesale leather a' 1 
metal merchant, to Birmingham at 
the age of sixteen, having Just left 
school. There wu a firm of screw- 
makers In Birmingham, Nettlefold by 
name, to whom the elder Chamber- 
lain had given credit tor a large 
amount In the way of metal. The 
Arm had fallen behind In payments 
snd the father sent young Joseph to 
look Into the affairs of the firm and 
advise. 

The son advised his t -’.her that the 
firm was perfectly good, but short of 
working capital, and further advised 
his father to take out the debt In a 
share In the business and continue 
the credit. The father agreed, and 
Joseph Chamberlain wu launched 
upon his bu.-lness career. 

He needed only that much Intro¬ 
duction to get the phlef partner’s 
stool in record time, and soon he 
made a decision that led to the mak¬ 
ing of hla vut fortune. 

One day a workingman walked In¬ 
to hla office with a patent to sell. The 
patent was a screw with a sharp end. 
Up to that time all crews were blunt 
nosed. The man had hawked It about 
to all the other manufacturers, and 
they had all refused to buy It Some 
one Anally told him Joseph Chamber¬ 
lain was a pushful, progressive man 
and advised that the patent be shown 
him. 

In a Auh Joseph Chamberlain saw 
the chance all his rivals had refused 
‘o take, and he purchased the patent 
at the man’s own price, 8500. 

That decision delivered the whole 
>rade In screw-making Into his hands. 
He bought or smuhed every other 
screw making business in the coun¬ 
try. If the Arm would sell he bought; 
if they would not he swamped their 
market until they rave up In despair. 

Chamberlain wu now in bis late 
wentles, and later, when he retired 
from the Arm, he took as his share of 
he business 83,000,000, which to¬ 
gether with what he had saved, allow¬ 
'd him, he sal<L “enough to live, 
ipon.” 


Squirt Guns May Coma Into Use Per 

Propelling Veet.lt. 

Running a ship by a squirt gun and 
operating a ship by having a mo(ormun 
lu the pilot bouse use a controller jnst 
as does the raotorraan of an electric 
car nre two iilenj^HSatUltve been seri¬ 
ously adrancjed-'recentlj by'engloeers 
•f high ajimdlng. The shlp’A motor- 
man ideycould easily be applied to a 
great fright vessel that will begiaJte- 
trlps through the great lakes and con- 
ncr^hg cnuals next spring. 

It hu Just anch a motorman now, bnt 
he stands with his controller In ths en¬ 
gine room Instead of up In the pilot 
bouse. A longer .cable attached to his 
controller Is all that Is necessary to en¬ 
able him to do bis work In the pilot 
bouse. Oil engines nre used to gen¬ 
erate electricity, and the electricity Is 
used to turn the propellers. So elec¬ 
tricity runs the ship In much the saraa 
way that It does a trolley car. 

The squirt gun Idea Is to propel s ship 
by squirting out water through pipes 
si ths stern of the ship, where pro¬ 
pellers ordinarily are located. .Water 
would be token In from the front end 
by great pipes, given a push when it 
reaches the engine room and then sent 
rushing out at the stern of the ship. 
This same scheme has been thought of 
before, but never put Into use because 
it cost so much to glTe that push to 
the water. 

The wonderful efficiency of a new 
pump, which now pumps some of the 
water supply of London and has at¬ 
tracted the attention of engineers every¬ 
where, makes tho scheme appear less 
absurd. In this pump water la admitted 
into the chamber nDtll the chamber Is 
nearly full, and then gasoline or some 
other'oll. In the form of vapor, la admit¬ 
ted Into the chamber and exploded Jnst 
as nn.antomotille uses gasoline. The ex. 
plosion of the vapor forces the water 
out, and tho same operation Is repeated 
over and over again. It does the work 
surely and cheaply. The Inventor of 
this new type of pump has drawn plans 
for a squirt gfln propeller that will get 
the push on the water from two of 
these pumps.—Saturday Evening Post.

YELLOWSTONE PARK. 


Its Visiters, Its Read Improvement and 
Its Wild Qimid 

Almost 2,000 more people visited tbe 
Yellowstone park In 1013 than durfng 
tbe season of 1012, according to tbe 
report of the superintendent, recently 
made to Secretary Lane. The tour¬ 
ist travel has Increased 45 per cent 
since 1000 and was heavier In 1013 
tbnn ever before, with tbe exception 
of 1009. wben tbe Lewis and Clarks 
exposition was held In Portland. Tho 
most Important work during tbe year 
was that In connection with the Im¬ 
provement of the existing systed of 
toads. , 

“The work on the west entrance 
road,” says tbe saperintendent, "given 
a partially Improved road to tbe belt 
line Junction, ten miles sonth of Nor¬ 
ris Geyser basin. Contracts for two 
bridges on the west road have been 
let, and bridges will be In place at tho 
beginning of the next tourist season. 
With a continuance of present appro¬ 
priation the entire west entrance road 
will be widened to twenty-five feet by 
the end of the 1914 working season, 
but tbe Improvement of tbe road will 
not bo finished until several year* 
later. 

“Tbe winter conditions tor wild 
game were again excellent Wltb 
plenty of grass and tbe snow remain¬ 
ing soft so they coaid paw through 
It to get food, the elk. deer, antelope 
and mountain sheep wintered well 
and with but little loss. During De¬ 
cember, January, February and March 
538 elk were captured in the park 
near tbe northern entrance and ship¬ 
ped for stocking public parks and 
ranges. Tbe cost of capture and 
loading on board tbe cars at Gardiner 
was 85 pet bead, which waa paid by 
tbe states and parks receiving tbe elk. 
Tbe loss In capturing and np to tho 
time of delivery at their destination 
was but twenty-two animals ont of 
538 shipped.”

Tbe Scientific American remarks that 
one advantage of this machine is that 
if the lighting of tb# borne be de¬ 
pendent upon the electricity derived 
from It It will give a stimulus to tbs 
use of tbe machine for exercise and 
tend to prevent the drfily gymnastic* 
from being neglected. 


Will Harness the Nile. 

Work has been commenced on an¬ 
other great scheme to reclaim by Irri¬ 
gation vast tracts of desert in tho 
-loud&n. It ta believed It can be 
nade to add enormously to the cat¬ 
ion output of the British Empire. 

The tract which is to be watered Is 
mown as the Gizra territory, it lies 
etween the Blue and White Niles, 
.elow Khartoum, and consists of 
1,500,000 acres. The force and flow 
f the two rivers are sv ffleient to wat- 
r the entire district when properly 
amessed. 

. The proposal Is to build two dams 
outb of Khartoum, one over each of 
he rivers. Thus the tract between 
the streams will be Irrigated, whae at 
the same time the force of the water 
lowing Into Egypt will be controlled. 

At present the Blue Nile comes 
lowh lu a raging flow, and the White 
Nile, flowing In steadier fashiob, com¬ 
bines with it to mako a huge over¬ 
flow. 

The building of the two dams will 
-cable the flow to be properly regu¬ 
lated and will practically mean the 
Anal barneasing of tbe Nile.

Scallops Are Fin* New. 

Fried Scallops are usually tbe only 
choice on the average bill of fare, not¬ 
withstanding tbe fact that there are 
many delightful ways of preparing 
tbese little shellfish. Tbe following 
may reveal some of their possibilities 
to tbe housewife wbo (s seeking new 
ways. 

To one pint of scallops (washed and 
drained) use two tablespoonfuls of but¬ 
ter, two tablespoonfuls of flour, one 
beaten egg, one pint of hot milk, pep¬ 
per and salt to taste. Melt the butter 
In a saucepan, take from tho fire and 
add flour, stir (jntil smooth and re- 
turh to tbe stove and cook until It 
bubbles, then add the bot mill:, salt 
and pepper and egg and let tbe mix¬ 
ture cook fifteen minutes. Then add 
tbe scallops and cook fifteen minutes 
longer. Serve on buttered toast and 
garnish the dish with watercress. 
This Is an excellent way to cook scal¬ 
lops. as it brings out their delicate 
flavor. 

Another appetizing way to cook scal- 
loppds os follows: Wash and drain tb* 
scallops, make a smooth, rich cream 
<<auce flavored wlt£ pepper, salt and 
onion Juice. Let tb« sauce cook for 
ten or fifteen minutes, otherwise It 
will taste pasty, then add the scal¬ 
lops and cook slowly for ten minutes. 
While this is cooking, prepare some 
peppers (as many as required i by wash¬ 
ing, remove the stems, cutting a piece 
from the top and taking ont tbe seeda 
Stand the peppers In a baking paa and 
fill them with the creamed scallop#, 
sprinkle with breadcrumb* and bake 
until th« crumbs are brown. Serve at 


Germany May Get Zanzibar, 
Persistent rumors are In circulation 
that Zanzibar will shortly be banded 
over to Germany In exchange for terri¬ 
tory or concessions In other parts of 
Africa. Zanzibar lies along the coast 
of German East Africa After a long 
period of more or less Joint control It 
was definitely ceded to Greet Britain 
under the Anglo-German convention of 
June. 1800, and In return England 
blinded ovfer to tbe kaiser’s government 
the Island of Helgoland, to which little 
Importance was then attached, but 
which has slue# been transformed Into 
a formidable naval station, protecting 
tbe approaches to tho river Elbe.-*

Moving Pioture Films. 

Eight concerns In Europe supply tbe 
larger part of the world wltb moving 
picture films, and tbe price paid to pro¬ 
cure good pictures Is surprising. There 
Is (be Instance of tbe makers ot the 
film showing Forbes-Robertson aa 
Hamlet, wbo paid 875.UUO for tbe nse 
of a castle and costumed 400 people 
for the purpose. Tbe whole expendi¬ 
ture waa 8250.000, bnt the company 
sold 8.000,000 feet of that film tor 
$750,000. To obtain tbe pictures of 
Scott In tbs antarctic $250,000 was ex¬ 
pended, and tbe royalty already col¬ 
lected by Mrs. Scott exceeds tbe orig¬ 
inal cost of the picture.—Argonaut 


Historic Heuso Lott, 
lfa 85, St Martin street Leicester 
square, London, la now being demol¬ 
ished. Isaac Newton lived there from 
1720 to 1725 and used to say that the 
happiest years of his life were spent 
In an observatory on the roof. Dr.

Johnson, afterward lived In the house, 
and hero was born bis daughter Fan¬ 
ny, afterward Una d’Arblay. who 
wrote her first novel, “Evelina,” In 
the bouse.
